A RUNNING FIGHT 


Ended in the Destruction of the Crui­ 


ser Novik. 


Tokio, Aug. 22.— After a severe en­ 
gagem ent with the protected cruisers 
Chitose and Tsushim a, the greyhounds 
of the Japanese navy, the fleet Russian I 
cruiser has b ein 
vanquished. 
The 
fight occurred Sunday. 
After it the 
Novik in a sinking condition was run 
ashore in Korsakovsk harbor on the 
Island of Sakhalien. 
The details of the fight are not 
known her**, but it is evident th at the 
Chitose and T sushim a caught up with 
the Novik Saturday and that a running 
fight ensued. 
The contest was resu m ­ 
ed and term inated early Sunday m orn­ 
ing 
Captain Sttkeichiro Takahashi, 
who is In comm anad of the Chitose, 
reported the engagem ent in a brief I 
telegram which reached the navy de­ 
partm ent here Sunday afternoon. 
Ho j 
says he first attacked the Russian 
cruiser Saturday afternoon and that} 
on Sunday morning he inflicted heavy 
dam age upon hor. 
The Novik uearly 
sank, but she was beached at Kor 
sakovsk. 
The fate of the crew of the Novik 
is not known, but it is thought they 
abandoned their vessel and landed at 
Korsakovsk. 
The news of the destruc ; 
lion of the Novik has been received 
in a curious m anner by the Japanese 
public. 
From a political standpoint It 
Is highly satisfactory, for the Novik 
could have been most dangerous as a 
com m erce destroyer; but, considering 
the m atter from a sentim ental stand 
point, much regret is expressed at the 
loss. 
The Novik has been splendidly 
handled and bravely fought throughout 
the war, and Japanese naval officers 
and 
the public generally have fre­ 
quently expressed adm iration for tile 
cruiser, her com m ander and her crew.
